De late thys Treatife, which I did for 
Ieh Beneßite and beheofd of thee 
that fhall attempt any ne we diſco- 
luerie in the Northweaft partes of 
America, I thought good brieily 0 
to touch the vſe ofmy tranflation, 
chat the Reader may feeand co. 
fider the drift of my trauell. For, at 
fon this Dieu le may feeme very barraine and not to 
ontaine fuche matter as is pretended, as beynga particular 
Relation of certaine Prouinces whyche haue heene hitherto’ 
of all men rather contemned than throughiy knowen : yet 
if the Marchant’ Venturer, or skilfull Pilot, or whofoeuer de- 
firous of newe Diſcoueries, haue the readyng and peruſ ng 
thereof, for whome efpecially I haue done it into Enghiſhé, 
they will find matter worthy the looking, and confequently: : 
gratefully accept my paines herein. For! Heres is the Deſcrip- 
tion of a Countrey no leſſe fruitful and pleafantimal reſpects 
than is England, Fraunce, or Germany,the people, though fim- 
le and rude in manners, and deſtitute of the knowledge of 
Cod or any good lawes, yet of nature gentle ‘and tractable, 
and moft apt to receiue the Chriſtian Religion; and to ſubiect

the Countrey not inferiour to the Marchandize-of Mofcouy, 


Danske, or many other frequented trades: the voyage verye 
fhor te, being but three weekes fayling from Briffowe, Plhym- 


| mouth,ora any commodious Porte ofthe Weaſt Seb oe gba 
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themfelues to fome good gouernement: che commodities of | 
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de MD To the Reader. 


a direct courſe to the coaſt of the Newe found land. Al which 
oportunities beſides manye others, mighte ſuffice to induce 
oure Engliſne men, not onely to fall to ſome traffique wyth 
the Inhabitants, but alſo to plant a Colonie in ſome conueni- 
ent place, and ſo to poflefle the Countrey without the gain- 
ſaying of any man, whiche was the iudgement and counſell 
of Johns Baptista Ramuſius, a learned and excellent Cofmogra- 
pher,& Secretary to the famous (late of Venice, whoſe words, 
bicaufe they are not impertinét to this purpole, I haue here fet 
downe. Why doe not the Princes (faieth he) whyche are to 
deale in theſe affaires, ſende forth two or three Colonies to in- 
habite the Country, & to reduce this ſauage natiõ to ſome ci- 
ullitie?conſidering what a battle and fruitfull ſoyle it is, how 


. replenifhed with all kinde of graine, how it is {tored wyth al 


fortes of Byrdes and Beaftes,wyth fuch faire and mighty Ri- 
uers, that Captaine Carthier and his company in one of them 
ſay led vppe a hundreth and foure {core leagues, findyng the 
countrey peopled on both fidesin greateabundaunce. And 
moreouer, to caufe the Gouernors ofthole Colonies to fend 
forth men to fearch and diſcouer the North lands about Ter- 
ra del Lauorader, and toward Weaſt north wealt to the Seas 
whiche are to ſaile to the Country of Cataya, and from thence 
to the Ilands of Moluckę. Theſe were enterpriſes to purchaſe 
immortall praife,which the Lord Aut hom di Mendoza Vice- 
roy of Afexico,willing to putin execution, ſent forth his Cap- 
tains both by Sea and by Land vpon the Northweaſt of Nuo- 
ua Spag ona, and diſcouered the Kingdome ofthe feauen Cities 
about ¶ uola. And.Francifcus Vaſques de C oronada, paſſed from 
Mexico by lande towarde tlie Northwealt 2850. miles, in fo, 
muche, that he came to the Sea, whyche lyeth betweene Ca- 
taya and America, where he met with the Catayan thy ppes. 
And no doubt,ifthe French men in this their newe Fraunce, 
would haue difcoucted vp further into the land towards the 
Wealt north wealt partes they fhoulde haue founde the Sea, 
and mighehaue fayled to Cr. Thus much out of Ka- 
mufius, where you may ſee this learned mans judgement con- 
cerning 


To the Reader, 
cerning the planting of Colonies, and inhabiting thefe coun: 
tries, whych inight be a meane, not only to diſcouer the Sea 
on the backe. ſide, as he defireth, but alſo to come vnto the 
knowledge of the Countries adiacent : and namely, of Sague- 
uay, whiche aboundeth with Golde and other Mettalles, as in 
the feconde Relation isto be ſeene. All whyche thy sigs, ex- 


cepte they builde and inhabite, can neuer be atchieued, for as 


Fraunciſcus Lopez di Gomara, and dyuers other Spanifhe Au- 
thors affirme, the Spanyards neuer proſpered or preuailed, 
but where they planted: whych of the Portingales maye al- 
fo be verifyed,as inthe Hiftories of all theyr Conquefts and 
Difcoueries doth manifeftly appeare. And as there is notte, 
that of right may be more bolde in this enterprice than the 
Englifhmen, the land being firft found out by Joby Gabor the 
Father, and Sebastian Gabot, one of hysthree fonnes,in the 
yeare 14 94. in the name and behalfe of King Henry the fea- 
uenth,as both by the forefaide Rasujizs in his firſt Volumes, 
and our owne Chronicles, and Sebastian Gabots letters pa- 
tents yet extant, and in his Mappe maye be feene : fo there is 
no nation that hath fo good righte, or is more fit for this pur- 
poſe, than they are, who trauayling yearely into thofe partes 
with 50.0r 60. faile of fhippes, might very commodiouflye 
tranſporte a fufficient number of men to plant a Colonie in 
fome conuenient Hauen, and alfo might yeeld ‘them early 
fuccour , and fupply ofal things neceflary,receyuing againe 
fuch commoditiesas the country doth produce. And this the 
Frenchinen had done long ſince if firſt their warres with the 
Spanyardes, and fince their cruell diſſentions at home, had 
not hindered them: And Johannes Varrozzanaa Florentine, it 
he had not beene preuented by death, purpoſed (as the fore- 
fayde Ramafswriteth) to perfwade Francis the French King 
to fend forth good {tore of people to inhabite certaine places 
of thefe coaſtes, where the aire is mofte temperate , and the 
ſoyle moſte fruitful with goodly Riuers and Hauens fuffiei- 
ent to harborough any nauie, the inhabitantes of which pla- 
ces might be occafié to bring many good purpoſes to effecte 
Bi. and 


and amongeſt manye others, to reduce thoſe poore rude and 


ignorant peopleto thetrue worlhip and feruice of God, and 


to teache them how to manure and till the ground, tranſpor- 
ting ouer Beaſtes and Cattell of Europe into thoſe large and 
champion countreys, and finally un time they might diſcouer 
vp into the land, and ſearch, whether among ſo wany Ilands 
as are there; there be any paſſage to the Sea of Caraya. And 
thus much oute of the third Volume of Voyages and Naui- 

ations, gathered into tlie Italian tongue by Ramufius : wlii- 
che Bookes if they were tranſlated into English by the libe- 
ralitie of ſome noble Perfonage, our Sea- men of England, and 
others, ſtudious of Geographie, fhoulde know many worthy | 
ſecrets, whiche hitherto haue beene concealed. For, the beſte 


Colmographers of this age (as Jam by the skilfull in thoſe 


Sciences informed, and as to him that doth diligently confi- 
der their Mappes, it ſhall plainely appeare) haue deſcribed 
Afa, Affica, and America, chiefiy by the help of thoſe bookes: 
But to returne to that from whence I did digreſſe, althoughe 


ſome attemptes of oure Countrey-men haue not had as yet 


ſuche ſucceſſe as was wifhed, they ought not therefore to bee 
the ſlower in this enterprice, for ifthey were of late conten- 
ted in their voyage, to haue ſtayed al the Winter in thoſe col- 


der Countries, if their ſtore ol victualles had beene fufficient, 


howe muche rather ought we nowe in a farre more tempe- 
rate clime, where Zames Carthier, accompanyed wyth 1 204 
men remained a whole Winter contrary to hys determinati- 
on when he fetout of HFaunce? Thus beſeeching God, that 
this my trauel may take that effect for the which it is meant, 
commende the diligent confideration to al ſuch Gentlemen, 
Merchants, and Pilots, as ſeeke Gods glory, the aduaunce- 


ment oftheir Countrey, and the happy ſucceſſe, to the proui- 


denice ofthe Almighty, who in my opinion hath not in vaine _ 
ſtirred vppe the mindes of fo many Honourable and Wor⸗ 
fhipfull perſons to tlie furtheraunce of theſe commendable 
and worthy Diſcoueries. se qu

they feeme to haue bene brought thither, and ſowed for the

céloutes : their Boates are made of the barke ol a tre cals 


160 Boul, wyth the whyche they niche; and take greate fore 
ok Seales, and as karre as we coulde vnderſtande fince dure 


kommpng thither „ that is not their habitation, but they 


tome kram the maine lande out ok hotter Countreps, to take 
of the lapde cales. and other neceflartes foz thepz tps 


Of certaine Capes, that is to ſay the double Cape, the poi 
fed Cape, Cape Roialland the Cape of Milkerof the Moun-

D à the 12, of that moneth we came fo dur Sbippes a3 
= gapne with our boates,onpurpole to faile kozwards, bp⸗ 
caule the weather Was faire, € vpon Sundape we caufe fers 
hice to be (aide: then on Monday being the 1siof the moneth, 
we departed from Bref and failed toward the South to take 
a vie we of the landes that there we had lens, that ſesmed 
vnto vs to be two Jlandes: but when we were amiddeſt the 
Bap, we knew it to be firme lande, where was a greate 
double Cape, one aboue the other, and therkoꝛe Wes named it 
the Double Cape. In the entrance of the Bap we ſounded, 


aud kounde it to be an hundzed kaddame rounde about .

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From Breſt, to the sais Caye thereis about 2oledques,and 


abaute fiue 02 fire leagues beyond we founded againe, and 
kounde 20 faddome water. The ſaide lande lyeth Noꝛtheatt, 
and Southweall. The nexte day being the 16. of the moneth, 
we fatled along the ſaide coatte towarde Southwealk,and by 
South, aboute zy leagues from the double Cape, where WW 

kounde verp ſteepe and wilde hilles, among the whyche were 
leene certaine ſmall Cabbans, whyche we in the Countrey 
call Barnes, and therfore we named them the Hilles of the 


Barnes. T hs other Wands and Pountaines are all craggie, 


cleft, and cutte, and bet wirt them and the ſea, there are other 
Aandes, but lowe. The dap before, thꝛough the darke miſts 
and kogges ok the weather, we coulde not haue ſighte ol any 

lande, but in the euening we ſpped an entraunce into the 
lande, by a rpuer, among the ſaide Hilles of Barnes, and a 


Cape lping toward the Southwelk about 3. leagues krö vs. 


The faite Cape is on the top ot it blunt pointed, and alſo 
towarde the Bea, it endeth in a pointe, wherefore. we named 


it the pointed Cape, on the noꝛth five of whiche, there is a 
plaine Jland. And bycaufe we would haue notice or the fun 


entrance, to ſe it there were any god Hauens, we ſtroke ſaile 
foꝛ that night. The next day being the 1. ol the Poneth, we 
had ſtoꝛmie weather from: Noꝛtheaſt, wherefore. we toke 
our way toward the Southweſt vntil Thurſeday mozning, 
and we went about 37. leagues, til we came athwart a Bap 
full of rounde Jlandes like Doue houſes, and therefore wer 
named them the Doue houfes. And from the Bay of Saint 
Julian, from the whyche to a Cape that lyeth South and by 
weaſt, which we called Cape Riall, there are 7. leagues, and 
toward the Meat Southweakfive of the fatde Cape there 
is another that beneath is all craggie, and aboue round. On 
the Porth lide of whiche about halte a league there lpeth a 
lowe Slande, that Cape we named the Cape of Milke. Be⸗ 


tiene thefe two Capes there are certaine tatwe andes a⸗ 


boue whiche, there are alſo certaine others, that ein that 


| see befomeviners, About two Li from Cape Roiall, 
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berp derpe Gulte, within which are certaine Jlands. The 
ſayd Gulfe on the South five is ſhutte vp. The foꝛeſayd lolo 
grounds are on one of the fides of the entrance, and Cape 
Royall is on the other.

M alfa fo2 mie, darke, and toindie, but pet we ſapled a 
part of the day toward Weal North · weaſt, and in the eue⸗ 
ning we put our ſelues athwart vnto the fecand quarter that 
thence we Departed, then did we by our compalle knote that 
we were Noꝛth - weaſt, and by Weak abont ſeauen leagues 
and an balfe from the Cape of S. Iohn, and as we were abonte 
to hopfe ſaple, the wind turned into the Porth-weakk, toheres 
fore we went toward Noꝛtheaſt, abontfifténe leagues, and 
came fo thee lands, two ef whiche are as Meepe and vp⸗ 
right as any wall, that it was not poſſible to climbe them: 
aͤnd betwerne them there is a tittle clift. hele Jlands were 
as full of Birds, as any ſielde or meddow is of graſſe, that 
there do make their neſtes: and in the greateſt of them, there | 
was a greatand infinite number of thoſe that we cal Mar: 
gaulz, that are white, and bigger than any Gerſe, which were 
feuered in one part. In the other were only Godetz Iſoll, but 
towarde the fboare there were of thofe Godetz, and greate 
Apponatz, like to thefe ofthat Ilande that we aboue haue 
mentioned: we went dotone to the lo welt part of the leaſt Zz 
land, where we kild aboue a thouſand of thoſe Godetz,¢ Ap- 
ponatz. We put into eur Boates fo many of them as wie 
hleaſed, foꝛ in leſle than one houre, we might haue filled thir⸗ 
tie ſuch boates of them: we named them the Ilands of Mar- 
gaultz. About fiue fcagues from the lapde Jlandes, onthe 
Lea, there is another Fland that is about tivo leagues in 
length. and fo much in bꝛeadth: there did we Lay alt night ta 
take in isater and wad. That Jlande is enutroned rounde as 
baut with ſande, and hath a very god roade about it tb2% 02.

and as faire, as anp can be fœnc in Britane, that they ſer med 
to haue bin plowed and ſowed. There was alfo great ſloꝛe of 


gofeberies, ſtrawberies, damatke roles, parteley, With other 


very werte and plenfant bearbes. About the ſaid Jland ate 
very great beaſtes, as great as Dren, which haue two great 
teeth in their mouths like vnto the Elephant, and liue alſo in 
the Sea. Wie law one ol them féping vpon the banke of the 


Water: we thinking to take it, went to it with our Boates, 


but fo fone as be heard vs, he caſt himſelle into the Sea. Tue 
allo fate Beares, and Uuclues: we named it Brions Aland. 
About it towarde Southeast, and Noꝛth-weaſt, there are 
great medswes. As farre as 4 could gather and compꝛehend, 
Ithinke that there be ſome paflage betwene the new land, 
and Brions land, if fo it were, it would bea great ſhoztning, 
as well of the time, as of the wap, ik agp perfection conloe be 
founde in it.

“Kom Brions Aland fo this place, there is a god fanbie 
ground, and hauing founded toward South weak euen 


to the Shoare, about fiue leagues, we found 12. faddome 
water, and within one league 6. and very nere the ſhoare 


rather moe than leile. But bycauſe we would be better ac 
quaynted with this ſtonie and rockie ground, we ffroke our 
Saples lowe and athwart. The nerte daye being the laſt of 
the moneth ſaue one, the winde blewe South and by Eat. 
Wie lapled Meſtwarde vntill Tueſday moꝛning af 
Sunne rifing, being the laſt of the moneth, without anp 
fighte oꝛ knowledge of any lande, except in the euening tos 
warde Sunne ſette, that we diſcouered a Land, whiche fees 
med fo bé two Jlandes, that were beyond vs Welk louth⸗ 
wealt, about nine oꝛ tenne leagues, All the next day till the 
nexte moꝛning at Sunne rifing we ſapled Meſtward about 
foꝛtye leagues, and by the way we percepued that the lande 
wer hadde fene like two landes, was firme lande, lying 
South fouth-ealk , and Porth noꝛth - weaſt, till to a be 
rpe god Cape of lande called Orleans Cape.

all full ofthelues and fandes. We with our boates Went on 
ſhoꝛe in many places, and among the reſte we entred into a 
godly riuer, but very challow, which we named the riuer of 
boats, bycaule that there we ſaw boats ful ot wild men, that 
were tralling the riuer. Me had no other notice of the fapde 
wilde men: fo2 the winde came from the Sea, and beate vs 
againſte the ſhoꝛe, that we were conſtrained to retire oure 
ſelues with our boates toward our ſhippes, till the next day 
moꝛning at Sunne riſing, being the firſte of Julp, we ſayled 
Poꝛthealt, in which time there roſe great myſtes ¢ ſtoꝛmes, 
and therefore we ſtrucke our ſaples till two ok the clocke in 
the alter none, that the weather became cleare, and there we 
had fight of Orleance Cape, x of another about feu leagues 
from bs, lying orth and by Caſt, and that we called Wilde 
mens Cape. On the Poꝛthſide of this Cape aboute balfe a 
league, there is a berp dangerous ſhelk, and banke of tones. 
Mhileſt we wer at this Cape, we ſaw a man running after 
our boats that were going along the coall, vba made ſignes 
onto vs that we ſhoulde retourne towarde the fapo Cape ae 

gaine Me ſceing uch fignes, began to tourne toward him, 
but he ſeeing vs come, began to flo: ſo fone as we were come 
on choare, we (et a knife befoze him, and a wollen girdle on 
a little Gaffe and then came to our ſhips again. That day we 

trended the ſayde land about nine oꝛ ten leugues, hoping to 
finde fame god harboꝛough, but it was not pollible, foi as 3 
haue ſapd alreadie, it is a berp low land, x enuironed round 

about with great ſhelues. Peuertheleſſe we went that day 
on ſhoꝛe in foure places to fee the godly and Werte ſmelling 
trés that there were: we founde them to be Cidꝛons, Ewoe⸗ 
trees, Pines, white Elmes, Alhes, Millowes, with manpe 
other fortes of trees to vs vnknoloen, but without any fruit. 
The groundes where no wod is, are very faire, and al full 


of peaſon, white and red gofeberies , ſtrawberies, blacke⸗

beries, and wilde coꝛne, euen like vnto Rie, that it ſermeth to 


haue bene ſowen and plowed.

h nert day being the feconde of July we ichn and 
had fight of land on the Poꝛtherne ſide towarde vs, that 
dyd ioyne vnto the lande ahoueſapd, all tompaſſes about, and 
we knewe that it had about * in depth, and as muche as 
thwart, we named it Saint Lunarios Baie, ¢ With our boates 
we went to the Cape toward the Pe2th, and kounde the land 
and grounde fo lowe, that fo2 the ſpace of a league from land 
there was but halle a kaddome water. On the Noꝛtheaſt ſide 
from the ſayde Cape about ſcauen oz eight leagues there is 
another Cape ok lande, in the middelt whereol there is a 
Wale faſhioned triangle wle, verpe derpe, and as kar as we 
could ken krom it lieth Poꝛtheaſt. The ſaid Baie is compats 
ſed about w ſands and ſhelues about ten leagnes from land, 
and there is but one faddome water: from the ſaide Cape ta 
the banke of the other, ther is about fiftene leagues, Ne bes 
ing acrofe the ſayde Capes, diſcouered another lande and 
Cape, and as karre as we coulde ken, it lay Porth t by Cal. 
All that night the weather was very ill, and great windes, 
ſo that we were conſtrained to beare a fall faple tntill the 
next moꝛning, being the thirde of July, that the winde tame 
from the Welk : and we fapled Hoꝛthwarde, to haue a ſight 
of the lande that we had left on the Poꝛtheaſt ſide, aboue the 
lowe landes, among whiche high and lowe landes there is a 
Gulfe, oꝛ Beach, in ſome places about fire and twentp fads: 
dome decpe, and fiftene leagues in bꝛeadth, with varietie ol 
landes, hoping to finde ſome pafage thyther, we went euen 
as the paſſage of the Caſtels The ſapde gulfe lpeth Caffe 
Poꝛtheaſt, and Wek Southwell. The grounde that lpeth 
su the South fide afte, 15 gulfe, is as god and eaſie 1 
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be wꝛought, and fuld ol as gwdly feldes and meadowes, as x 
nye that euer we haue, as plaine and fmoive as anpe die: 
and that which lyeth on the Roꝛth, is a Countrey altogither 
hillie, full of twmds, and very high and great trees of ſundꝛy 
ſoztes:àmong the ret there are as godly Ceders, and Firre 
trees, as palſibly can be (ene, able to make maſtes foꝛ hips 
ok thꝛer hundered Tunne: Mepther did we fee anve place that 
was not full ot the ſapde trees, extepted two onlpe, that were 
kull ok godly medowes, with two vory faire Lakes.

paffage The fourth of Julp we went along v coat of Ÿ layd 
land on the Moꝛtherly five to finde fame harboꝛough, where 


we entred into a Crerke altogither open on p South, where 


there is no ſuccour again p wind: we thought god to name 
it S. Martines Creelce. Ther we Eaped fra the fourth of Julp, 
until the twelkth:whtle we were there, on Ponday being the 
firth ol ÿ month, ſeruice being done, we w one of out boates 
went to diſcouer a Cape € point of lande p on the oꝛtherne 
ſide was about ſeauen oꝛ eight leagues from vs, to fe whiche

we vag but one onely toate, we tuoulde not goe to sa

but went to the other ſide, lying in the ſea:they ſceing vs Ae; 
pꝛepared two of their boats to follow vs, with whiche tame 
alfa fiue moze of them that were comming from the fea five, 
al which appꝛoched nere vnto our boate, dauncing, and ma: 
king many ſignes of ioye and myꝛth, as it were defiring our 
kriendſhip, faping in theyꝛ tongue NAyRYTON QUAUEN 
Ass VAT Au, with manpe other that we vnderſtode not. 
But bicauſe (as we haue ſaid) we had but one boate, we wold 
not Œande to theyꝛ curteũe, but made ſignes vnto them, that 
they ſhould turne backe, which they would not do, but with 
great furpe came toward vs:and ſodainelp with their boates 
compaſſed vs aboute: and bycauſe they woulde not awaye 
from vs by any ſignes that we toulde make, we ſhotte or two 
perces among them, whiche did fotcrrifie them, that they 
put themſelues to flight towarde the ſayde pointe, makyng 
a great nopfe: and hauing ſtapde a while, they began a new, 
euen as at the firſt, to come to vs againe, ¢ being come nere 
our boate, we ſtrucke at them with two launces, which thing 
was fo great a terrour vnto them, that with greate halt they 
began to fle, and would no moꝛe follow vs. 


Ho the ſayde men commming to our ſhippes, and out 
men going toward them, both par: ies went on land and 
ho the ſaide wilde men with great ioye beganne to trae 
ficke with our men. ö 
Fhenert bave, part of the ſayde wilde men with nine ol 
their boates came to the point and entrance of the creek, 
Where we with our hips were at road. Ne being aduertited 
ofthep coming, went to the point where they wer with our 
boates:but fo fone as they ſawe vs they began to fl, mas: 
king ſignes that they came to traficke with vs, ſhewing vs 
ſuche ſkinnes as they cloth themſelues withall, whiche are 
ok ſmall value. Me likewiſe made ſignes vnto them, that we 
wilhed them no euil:and in figne thereol two of our men vẽ⸗ 
kured to go on lande to them, and carrie them kniues wyth 
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The firſt Relation, 


other Iron wares, and a red hat to gine vnto their Captain. 
Nhich when they ſaw, they allo came on land, and bꝛoughte 
ſome ot their fhinnes, end fo began to deale with vs, (aiming 
to be very glad to haue gur iron wares, and other things, fil 
dauncing with many other ceremonies, as with their handes 


ta caſt (ea water on theyꝛ heades. They gaue vs whatſoeuer 


they had, not keeping any thing that they were constrained to 
go backe againe naked, and made vs fignes that the nerte

wares, there came about. 300. wilde mẽ with great gladnes.

Y ps Chuctoay being the eight ol the Su bit auſe the 
winde was not god to go out with our ſhips, we ſet our 
boates i in a readineſſe to go to diſcouer the ſaide Baie, and ÿ 
dape we wente fifteene leagues within it. The nexte day, the 


winde and wether being faire, we fapled vntil none, in which 


time we had notice of a great part of the ſayd Baie, and bow 
that vpon the lowe landes, there were other lands „with high 


mountaines: but ſce ing that there was no paffage at al, we 


began to turne backe again, taking our way along the coat, 
and ſapling. we ſawe certaine wilde men, that ode vpon the 
ſhoꝛe of a Wake, that is among the lowe groundes, who were 
making fires and fmokes : we went thitber, and founde that 
there was a Chanel of the ſea, that did enter into the Lake, € 
ſetting our boates at one of the banckes ol the Chanell, the 
wilde men with one of their boates tame vnto vs, € bꝛought 
vs peeces of Seales readie ſodde, putting them vpon perces 


of Mod: then retyping themlelues, they woulde make fignes | 


vnto vs, that they did giue them bs. Wile fente two men vnto 
them with Hatchets, kniues, beades, ¢ other ſuch like ware, 


eee were very glad, and by 5 by in cluſters they 
Ve N. came

tame to the tape where we wer with their boâtés. tite 
with them ſkinnes, and other ſuch things as they had, to haue 
ol our wares. They were moꝛe than thꝛer hundꝛed men, wo⸗ 
men, and childꝛen:ſome of the women which came not ouer, 
we might fé them ſtande vp to the knees in water, ſinging 
and daunc ing, the other that had pated the riuer where we 
were, came verpe kriendlye to bs, rubbing oure armes with 
their owne handes, then woulde they litte them vppe ko⸗ 
warde heauen, thewing mauve ſignes of gladneſle : and in 
ſuch wife were we allured one of another, that we very kami⸗ 
liarly beganne to traftiche of whatſoeuer they had, till they 
had nothing but their naked bodies, loꝛ they gaue vs al what 
ſoeuer they had, and that was but of mall value. We per⸗ 
ceiued that this people might verie eaſily be conuerted to dur 
religion. They go krom plate to place. They liue only with 
fbing, They haue an oꝛdinarie time to ſiſh foz thelr pꝛoui⸗ 
ſion. The Countrey is hotter, than the Countrey of ane, 
and the kaireſt that can pollibly de found, altogither fmoth, 
aim leauel. There is no plate, be it neuer fo little, but it bathe 
fometrés (pea albeit it be fandie)o2 elſe is ful of wilde coꝛn. 
that hath an eare like vnto Wiesthe comrislike Oates, mall 
Peaſon as thicke as i they had bin ſown € plowed, white e 
red gofebcries, trawberies, blackberies, white & red Roles, 
w many other ſcures of very werte and pleaſãt ſmel. Ther 
be alſo mann godly medowes ful of graſle, & Lakes where 
gret plentie ol Salmons be.

fformie, ſo that tue were conſtrained to dꝛaw toboard ſhoꝛc, 
betweene the ſaide Cape and an Jlande lping Eaſtwarde, a⸗ 
bout balte a league from the Cape, where we caſt Ancker fo2 
that night. The next moꝛning we boiled ſayle to trend p ſald 
coaſte about, which lyeth Porth Poꝛtheaſt. Wut there roſe 
ſuch a oꝛmie ano raging winde againſt vs, that we wer cõ⸗ 
ſtrainedto come to the place againe, from whence we were 
come: There did we (ap all that daye till the nerfe, that wer 
hoiſed vp ſayle, and came to the middelt of a riuer ffuc oꝛ fire 
leagues krom the Cape ol Prato Porth ward,and being ouer⸗ 
thwart the ſaid riner, there arole againe a contrarie winde, 

with great fogges and ſtoꝛmes. So that we were contra 
ned vpon CTuildap, being the fourteenth of the moneth, to en⸗ 
ter into the riuer, and there did we fap til the lüxteenth of the 
moneth, loking fo faire weather to come aut of it, on which 
dan being Thurſdape, the winde became fo raging, that one 
of dur ſhippes lof an Ancker, and we were conſtrayned to go 
vp higher into the riuer ſeauen oꝛ eighte leagues, into a god 
harboꝛeugh and ground, p we with our boates found out, and 
thꝛough the euil weather, tempelt, and darkeneile that was, 
we ſtaped in the ſaide harboꝛough till the fine and twentith 
of the month, that we coulde not come out: in the mean time 
We ſawe a greate multitude of wilde men that were fſhing 


fo2 Mackrels, whereof there is great ſtoꝛe. Their boats wer 


about foꝛtie, and the perſons, what with men, women, and 
childꝛen, two hundꝛed, which after they had haunted our cõ⸗ 
panie a while, they tame verp familiarly with their boates 
top fides of cur chips. cate gaue the kniues cambs, beades of 
glas, x other trifles of ſmal value, for which they made many 


ſignes of gladneffe, lifting their bandes vp fo Heauen, daun⸗ 


cing and ſinging in their boates. Theſe men may very wel e 
truely be called Wilde, bicauſe there is no poꝛer people in the 
Wozld. 402.4 thinke al that they had togither, befioes thep2 
boates and nets, was not woꝛth fine ſouce. They go altogi⸗ 
ther naked faning their pꝛiuities which couered with a little

N epther in nature noꝛ in language, do they any whit agrer 18 
them we found fit: Their heads be altogither ſhauen except 
one buſh of haire, they luffer to grow vpon the toppe of they 
trowne, as long as a hoꝛſſe taile, and then with certaine leas 
ther firings binde it in a knot vpon their heades. They haue 
no other dwelling but their boates, which they tourne vpſide 
down, and vnder them they lap themſelues al along vpon the 
bare ground. They eate their fleſhe almoſte rawe, onely that 
they heate it a little vppon imbers of roles, fo doe they theyꝛ 
liche. Upon Magdalens dap we with out boates wente to the 
bancke of the riuer, and freelpe went on More among them, 
whereat they made manp ſignes of gladneſſe, and al their mẽ 
in two oꝛ thie companies began to fing and daunce ſceming 
to be very glad of our comming. They had cauſed al the pig 
women to fie into the wod, two oz the excepted, that aps — 
ed with them, to each of which we gaue a combe, and a little 
bell made ol Linne, foꝛ which they were very glad, thantzing 
our Captaine, rubbing his armes and bꝛeaſtes with ‘thep2 
handes. When the men law bs giue fomething vnto thofe 
that had ſtayde, it cauſed all the reſt to come out of the wad; 
to the ende they ſhould haue as muche asthe others: Theſe 
women were about twentie, who altogither in a knot fell L bps 
on our Captain, touching and rubbing him with their bats, 
according to their manner ok cheriſhing and making muche 
of one, who gaue to eache ok them a little T inne bell: then 
ſodainely they began to daunce, and ſing many ſongs. There 
wo founde great fore of Mackrels, that they had taken vpon 
the (ore, with certaine nettes that they make to fiſhe, ofa 
kinde ol hempe that groweth in that place where oꝛdinari⸗ 
Ive they abide, koꝛ they neuer come to the fea, but enlye 
in fitbing time. As karre as J vnderſtand, ther groweth like⸗ 
wiſe a kinde of Millet as bigge as fmall Peaſon, like vnto 
that which groweth in Breſl, which they eat in Mead of bead, 
They had greate tore of tt. Thep call it in theyꝛ tong R a-

They haus allo igges, Nuttes, Apples, and other kruites —

It we ſhewed them any thing that they haue not, noz knowe 
not what it is, ſhaking their heads, they will fay NO HDA, 
whiche is as much to lap, they haue it not, noʒ they know it 
not. Df thoſe things they haue, they would with fignes thew 
vs the way how to dꝛeſſe them, and how they grow. They 
eate nothing that hath any taff ol ſalte. They are verp great 
Theeues fo they will filch and ſteale whatſoeuer they can 
lay va oan all is fil that commeth to net. 


How our men fe vpag great Croſſe vpon the poynt of 
the fayd Porte, and the Captayne of thofe wild men, after 
along Orationjwas by our Captayne appeafed,and con- 
tente that two . his Children fhould goe with him.

: ponte 24. Ul Poneth, we cauled a faire high Grotte 
Mato be made of the heigth ol thirtie fote, which was made 
in the pꝛeſence of many ok them, vpon the poynt ok the en: 
trance of the Ouife; in the middeſt whereot, we hanged vp a 
Sheeld with thre Floure de Luces in it, and in the toppe 
was carued in the Won with Anticke letters this poſte, Vive 
EE ROY DE FRANCE, Then before them all we ſet it vp 
vpon the ſapd poynt. They with great herde beheld both the 
making and ſetting of it vp. So fone as it was vp, we altos 
gither kneeled downe before them, with our hands towarde 
Heauen, pelding God thankes: and we made ſignes vnto 
them, che wing them the lheauens, and that all dur laluation 
dependeth only on him which in them dwelleth: whereat they 
ſhewed a great admiration, loking firſt one at another, and 
then vpon the Crofle.

aCrove: with two of his fingers, then did he ſhew vs all the 
Countrep abaut bs, as ił he would lap that all was his, and 
that we ſhould not fet vp any Crotle without his leaue. Bis 
talke being ended, we ſhewed him an Are, kayning that we 
would giue it him for: bis thinne, to whiche he liſtned, foꝛ by 
little and little he tame neere our Ships. One ot our fellowes 
that was in our boatejtoke holde on theirs, x ſuddaynelp lept 
into it, with two oꝛ thꝛeꝛ moꝛe, who entoꝛced him to enter in⸗ 
lo our Dbips, hereat tbey were greatly aſtoniſhed : Wut our i 
Captaine did ſtraigbhtwapes aſſure thẽ, that they ſhould haue 
no harme, noꝛ anp iniurp offered them at all, and entertained 
them very krendly, making them cafe and dꝛinke. Then did 

we (hein them with ſignes, that the Crolſe was but only ſet

All this coaſte is full of 
quiche landes and berp daungerous, albeit in üghte manpe 
god Hauens femme ts be there, pet is there nought elle but 
ſhelues and landes. le ſtaide and reſted our lelues in the 
ſayde Hauen, Outil the ſeauenth ol Auguſt being Sundape: 
an whiche dape we hoyſed laple, and came towarde lande one 
the neather five towarde Rabaſts Cape. diſt ant from the ſayd 
Mauen about twentie leagues Porth Mortheaſt, and South 
Southweaff: but the nerte dave there roſe a ſtoꝛmie and a 
tontrarie winde, and therefore we caulde finde no Hauen 
there towarde the South. Thence we wente coaſting along 
toward the Moꝛth, beyonde the aboue⸗ſapde Hauen aboute 
tenne leagues, where we kounde a godly greate gulke, full ot 
Ilandes, paflages, and entraunces to warde what winde ſo⸗ 
euer vou pleale to bend:foꝛ the knowledge of this gulfe there 
is a greate Zande that is a Cape of the maine lande, fret: 
ching ſome what further forth than the others, and aboute 
two leagues wythin the lande, there is an Hill kaſhioned as 
it were an heape of coꝛne. Me named the lapde Gulke Saint 
Laurence hys Baie. The twelfth of the layde month we went 
from the ſayd S. Laurence hys Bay, oꝛ Gulke, fapling Ulett = 
warde, ans came to linde a Cape of maine lande on the 
Mo zthſide of the Bape, that runneth from the laide Sainte 
Laurence his Baie about five and twentie leagues Meſt and 
by South. And ol the two wilde men whiche we toke in our 


former vopage, it was tolde vs that this was of the Wande 


to warde the South, and that there was an lande, onthe 
Southerlpe parte of whiche is the wape to goe to Forgredo 
where the peare before we hadde taken them in Canada, 
and that two dayes tourney from the ſayde Cape, an J⸗ 
lande began the Ringdome of Sgnenay, in the lande Porth: 
warde extending to warde ¶ anada, and aboute thai leagues 
Athwart the aide Cape, there is aboue fiftie kaddome derpe. 
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The ſeconde Relation. 
Poꝛedouer À helene that there was neuer lo many Whale 


{ene as we fawe that day about the Cape. Che next tape a’ 
ter our Ladie day in Juguſt, being the fiftænth ol the month,

hauingpall thole ſtraightes, where we had notice of certaine | 


landes that we left toward the South, whiche landes are full 
of very high hilles, and therkoꝛe we named them The Hands 
of the Aflumption,and one Cape of the ſapd high countrpes 
ipeth Eaſt noꝛth⸗eaſte, and dette fonths welt, the diſtaunce 


betweene which, is about fine t twentie leagues. The Coun⸗ 


tryes lying North; mape plapnely be percepued to be higher 
tha the Southerlp moze than thirtie leagues. We trended p 
faite landes about towarde the South, fra the laid day vntyl 
Cweſsday none following, the winde being in the Meſt, and 
therkoꝛe we bended toward the Noꝛth, purpoſing to go and {ee 
the land that we befoze had ſpyed. Being arriued there, wer 
kounde the Capo Jlands, as it were ioyned togither, and lowe 


toward the Sea. And the Poꝛtherly mountaines that are vp⸗ 


on the faite lowe Jlandes ſtretching Eaſte, Wleſte, and by 


Southe. Our men tolde vs that there was the beginning ok 
Saguenay und that it was land inhabited, and that thẽtce com⸗ 


meth the redde Copper, of them named CAIGNETDAZE. 
There is between the Southerly Jlands, and the Poztherlp 
about 30. leagues diſtance, and moze thi 100, kaddome depth. 


The laide men did mozeouer certifpe vnto vs that there was 


the way and beginning of the gret riuer of Hochelaga,a ready 
wap to Canada, which riuer the farther it went the narower 
it came, even vntil to Canada, and that then there was klreſhe 
water, which went fo karre vpwards, that they hadde neuer 
hearde of any man had gone to the beade of it, and that there 
is no other pallage but with ſmall boates. Dur Captapne 
hearing their talke, and how they did alfirm no other pallage 
to be there, woulde not at that time pꝛocerde any further, tyll 
he had lerne and noted the other Jlandes, + coaſt towarde the 
Moꝛth, which he had ommitted to fé, alter Saint Larance his 


gulle, bytauſe he would erquifitly know, it in the Ilandes to⸗ : 


Ward the South any paffage Dan bin aifceueren,

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again, only to know.ifin Saint Laurence gulfe ig were 
any paſlage towarde the North CHAp. 


Maud the 18. ol Auguck being TAedneldap, our Captaine 
cauſed his ſhippes to winde backe, and bend toward the 
other ſhoꝛe, fo that we trended the layd Motherly colt, whi⸗ 
che runneth South⸗eaſt, x Poꝛth⸗welt, being kachioned like 
vnto balfe a bowe, and is a very high land, but pet not fo high 
as that on the Southerlp partes. The Thurldap following 
we came to ſeuen very high Jlandes, whiche we named The 
round Ilands. Theſe Jlandes are diſtant from the others a- 
bout fourtie lea gues, and itretche out into the Sea aboute 
thee 02 foure leagues. Aboute thele there are godly lowe 
groundes to be ſeene full ot godlye trers, whiche we the Fry. 
dap following, with our boates compaſſed aboute. Ouer⸗ 
thwart thefe Jlandes there are diuerſe landie ſhelues moze 
than two leagues into the lea, very daungerous, whiche at a 
a lowe water remaine almoſt dꝛy. At the furtheſt boundes ok 
fhefe lowe Jlands, that containe about tenne leagues, ther is 
a riuer of freth water, that with ſuch lwiktnelle runneth inte 
the lea, that for the face of one league within it the water 
Is as kreche as anpe kountaine water. Me with our beates 
entred into the ſaide riuer, at the entraunce of Whiche we 


foũd about one fadome water. There are in this river many | 


fiſhes ſhaped like hoꝛſſes, which as our wilde men fold vs, al 
the dape long lye in the water, and the night on lande: of 
which we ſawe therein a great number. The next dap being 
the one and twentith of the month, by bꝛeake ol day we hop⸗ 
fed faple, and lapled fo long about the fapde coaſte, that wer 
had ſight of the Hoꝛtherly partes ol it, which as yet we had 
‘not feene, and of the land of the Aſſumption which we had 
kounde, departing froin the ſayde land: which thing fo fon as 
we had done, and that we were certikyed no other paſſage to 
ve there, we came to our ſhippe agatne,tnbiche we had se 
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The ſecond Relation. 


the laid Slands, where is a god harboꝛough, the water being 
about nine oꝛ ten kaddome. In the fame place bp otcaſion of 
contraric winds and koggie myſtes, we were tonſtrapned to 
ſtap, not being either able to tome out of it, oꝛ heple fapie til 
the four € twentith of the month. On which dap we departed 
€ came to a hauen on the Southerly coaſt, about So. leagues 
fromthe laid Jlands. This hauen is over agaimſt three flat 
Ilãds Ÿ lve amidſt a river, bytauſe on the hall way ol p layd 
Jlands, x the fatd Hauen toward the Porth, there is à verpe 
great riuer that runneth betwerne the high + low Alands, € 
moꝛe than thi leagues into the ſea:it hath many ſhelues, x 
there is not altogither one kadome water, fo that the piace is 
very dangerous: æ from bank to bancke of the laide ſhelues, 
there is either xv. oꝛ xx. pardes. All the Noꝛtherly cok runetb 
Eaſt Poztheaſt and South Southwell. The laide hauen 
wherin we fraved, is as it were but a lluce of the waters that 
‘rife by the floud, and but of fmal accompt, we named them 8. 
Tohns Ifleetes, bycauſe we founde them, and entred into thẽ 
the dap of the beheading of that Saint. Aboute fue leagues 
afore you come to the fais hauen Wie ward, there is no pals 
ſage at al but only with little boates. The hauen ok S. Johns 
Iflettes, dꝛpeth vp all the waters that rife bp llowing, pea ik 
it flowe a kaddome. The hell place to barborcugb ips ther⸗ 
in is on the South part of a certaine little Illende that ts o⸗ 
tice againtt the ſayde hauen, whereby the bancke 2 ſhoꝛe of 
of the Jland rifety, Upon the rit of September we departed 
gut of the ſaid hauen, purpefing to ge towarde Canada, and as 
bout rs leagues kram it towarde Wek Southweck, amidſt p 
riuer there are thre Jlandes, ouer againſt the whiche the vis 
ner runmeth lwikt, and is o a great depth, 2 it is that which 
leadeth, and runneth into the Countrey and kingdome of 
Saguenay, ag by the two wilde men of Cacada it mas tolde vs. 
Thys riuer, pafleth and runneth along very high and Teepe 
billes of bare fone, where verp little earth is, and notwith⸗ 
ſtanding there is greate quantitie of ſundꝛie ſoꝛtes of tres 
shat grote inthe Cab bare tances, euen as brven ged and 
a 9 Ps be crtile

fertile ground, in ſuch forte that we haue lerne fonte fo great 
as well woulde ſuffiſe to make a matte fo2 a ſhippe of foꝛztie 
Tunne burden, and as greene as pollible can be growing, in 
a ſtonie rocke without any earth at all. At the entraunc e ol 
the Capo riuer we mette with koure ; boates ful of wilde men, 
whiche as karre as we cou de percepue, verpe fear:fulive 
came toward vs, ſo that ſome of them went backe agapne, x 
the other came as neare vs as eaſilpe they might heare and 
vnderſkond one of our wilde men, who tolde them his name, 
and then tobe at quaintaunce of them. vpon whole word they 
came to vs. The nexte dap, being the ſeconde of September, 
we came out of the riner to goe to Carada, and by reaſon of 
the Seas flowing, the tive was verie lwilte and daungerons 
koꝛ that on the South part of it there lye two Jlandes, about 
3 moe than thoe leagues compafie, lye manpe greate 
ones, and but two faddome water: and the flowing amid 
thofe landes, is verpe vnconſtante and doubtefull, that if 
it bande not bene koꝛ our boates, we hadde bene in great dã⸗ 
ger to loſe our liues: and coaſting along the ſaide dꝛy fants, 


there is moze than fikten fadsme water. About fiue leagues 


beponde the riuer of Saguenay South weak, there is another 
Il ande more Noꝛtherly acroſſe, wbicbe are certaine highe 
pæces of lande, and thereaboutes we thought to haue cafe 
Ancker on pur poſe to fkape the nerte fide, but we could ſound 
no ground by three (core fadome within a flighte Mate krom 
ſhsare, ſo that we were conſtrapned to winde backe to 
the ſapde Jlande, where wee founded againe, and kaunde 
eighteene kaddome. The nerte moznyng we hopled (aile 
and wente thence, favling further on, where wer hadde 
notice ok a certapne kinde ok fe neuer to⸗koze of ac 
hve manne feene op knowen. bep are aboute the big⸗ 
nefle of a Purpois, vet nothing like them, ok bodpe verpe 
well proportioned; headed ipke Grape⸗houndes, altsgi⸗ 
ther as white as Sioine, Wotbout anpe ſpotte, within 
{hth Niner there is great guantitie of them: they do lius 
altogpthet betwene the Sea and the kreſhe TA. 
ee i. G. j. T hela 
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Thele of the Countrey call them ADH O- TH Vs, thep folde 
vs that they be very ſauoꝛve and god to be eaten. Moꝛeouer 
they affirme none to be loud elſe⸗wher but in that riuer. Che 
firth of the month, the weather being calme ¢ faire we went 
about fiftene leagues moꝛe vpward into the rincer, and there 
lighted on an Jiand that loketh Mozthward, and it maketha 
little hauen oꝛ creeke wherin are many ¢ innumerable great 
Toꝛtoyzes, continuallpe ping about that lande. There are 
like wile great quantltie of the laid Aphothuys taken by the 
inhabitours of the Coũtry, lo that there is as gret concourte 
andiméting in that place as is at Bordeous in Fraunce at ts 
uerp tide. This Alan is in length about thꝛer leagues, and in 
zedth tod, and is a godly and fertile plot of ground, reple⸗ 
niſhed with many godly and great trees of manpe loꝛtes. A⸗ 
mong the reſt ther are many Filburde trees, which we found: 
hanging full of them, ſome what bigger and better in lauour 
than ours, but ſome what harder, and therekoze we called it 
The llandof Filburdes. The ſeuenth of the month, being our 
abies even, after ſeruice we went froin that Jlande, to gos 
pp higher into the riuer, and came to the Fourteene Ilandes, 
feauen oꝛ eight leagues from the Ilande of Filburdes, where 
the Countrey of Canada beginneth, one of which Jlandes is 
ten leagues in length, and fiue in bꝛedth, greatlpe inhabited 
of luch men as onlie liue by fiſhing of ſuche fortes of fiſhes 
as the riuer affourdeth, accoꝛding to the feat ok them. After 
Be had call Ancker betwerne the layde Jlande, and the Pois 
therip coaſt, we went on lande and toke our two wilde men 
with bs, meting with many of tbofe Countrey people, who 
woulde not at all appꝛoch vnto vs, but rather fledde from vs 
vntill our two men beganne to ſpeake onto them, telling thé 
that they wer Taignoagny E Domagaia, who fo fone as they 
had take aquaintance of thé „began greatly to reiopce, daun⸗ 
cing and ſhewing man ſoꝛts of teremonſes:and many of the 
chlefeſt of thé came to our boats ¢ bꝛought many Eles; € o⸗ 
ther forts of fiſhes, with tivo o thee burdens ol great Miller 
4 re they dus ere bzead,¢ marty gret ae milions. 
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The lame dape came alſo manve other boates full ok thole 


Countreymen and ‘Women, to fe and take aguaintance of: 
our two me, al which were as courtedully recepued, kriend⸗ 
ly entertapned of our Gaptapne, as pollible couid be. And to 
haue them the better acquaynted with him, and make them 
bis friends, be gaue them many finall giftes but of (mail bas 
lue: neuertheleſle, they were greatly contented with them. 
The next dap kollowing, the Loꝛde of ( anada (whole proper 
name was Donnacona) but by the name of Loꝛde, they call 
him Agouhanna; with twelve boates came to our Ships, 
arcompanped ok manp people, Who cauſing tenne of. bps: 


Boates to go backe with the other two, appꝛoched vnto va 


with ſixr terne men moe, Then began the ſapde Agoubanna 
being neereſt vnto our Shippe, accoꝛding to their manner 
and kaſhion, to frame a long Oꝛation, moaning all his bodie 
and members after a ſtrange faſhion, whiche thing is a Ce⸗ 
remonie and figne of gladneſſe and ſecuritie among them, 
and then comming to the Generals Sbhippe, where T'aigno- 
agny, and Domagaia ſpake with them, and they with him, 
where they began fo tell and ſhewe vnto him what they had 
ſeene in Fraunce, and what god entertainment they had had, 

hearing which things, the Loꝛde lermed to be perp glad ok, 


¢ pꝛayed aur Captain to reach him his arme, that he might 


kille it, whych thing he did: their Loꝛd taking it, laid it about 
his necke, foꝛ fo they ble to do when they will make much ol 
one. Then our Captapne entred into Agouhannas boate, 
tauſing bꝛead and wine to be bꝛought, to make the ſayd Low 
and his companie to cate and dꝛinke, which thing they did, 

and were greatly thereby contented and fatiffpco. Dur Cap⸗ 
tayne fo that time gaue them nothing, bycaule he loked fo) 
a fitter opoꝛtunitie. Theſe things being done, each one tote 
leaus of others, and the Loꝛd went with his boates agapne 
Where he was come from. Dur Captapne then caufed dure 
boates to be ſet in oꝛder, that with the next tide he might goe 
bp Se into ne to finde ſome ee Ne 
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The fecond Relation. 
the (aid land, about tenne leagues, at the ende toh ereok, ine 
founda godly and plealant face of water, where is another 
littioviuerand hauen, where by reakon dk the fon there, is 
two faddome water. This place ſœmes to vs very Kite and 
tommodious to put cur ſhips therein, and lo we vid very fates 
ly, we named it the holy Crofle, for on that day We came thi⸗ 
ther. Pere bute it, there is a village, whereof Donnacona fs. 
Loꝛd, and there be kepettz his absde: it is called Sad gona, 
as godlp a plat of ground as polliblp imap be fone, and theres | 
withall verp fruitetull, fall of godly trees cuen as in France, 
as Dakes; Elmes, Aſhes, Walnut tres, Maple tres, Ci⸗ 
dꝛons, Uines, and white Thoꝛnes, that bzing forth fruite as 
big as any Damlons, and many other loꝛtes ot tras, vnder 
Which groweth as faire tall hemp, as any in France, without 
anp fédejo2 any mans woꝛke oꝛ labour at all. Hauing conſi⸗ 
dered the place, ¢ finding it fit koꝛ our purpofe, ur Captapne 
withdꝛew himſelfe on purpoſe to returne to our Shippes, but 
beholde, as we were comming out of the Riner, we met coms 
ming againſt vs one of the Lozds of that village Stadagona, 
accompanied with many others, as men, women, and childꝛẽ, 
Who after the faſhion of their Countrey,in ſigne of mirth and 
ioy, began to make a long Dration, the Women till ſinging 


and dancing vp to the kners in water. Our Captapne kno⸗ 


wing their god will and kindneſle towarde vs, cauſed the 
Boate wherein they were to tome vnto him. and gaue them 
tertaine trilles, as kniues, and beades of glalle, whereat they 
were maruellous glad, foꝛ we being gone about 3 leagues fr 
them, for the pleafure they conceyuer of our comming, we 


might beare the fing, ef thé dance fo2 all they were lo karte. 


Hen our Captayne went to fee and note the bigneſſe of 
the Iland, and the nature of it, and then returned to the; 
Shippes, cauſing them to be brought to the Riuer of the 


ö holy Croſſe. : (> HA P. g 3 0 { * 7 2 + 2 5 if 


A Fter we were come with our Boates tnto eur Shippes 
Hagaine, our Captaine cauſed our Barkes to be made rea⸗ 
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die to qo on land in the ſapde Jlande, to note the trees that 
in ſhew feemed fe faire, and to confider the nature and 
qualitie of it, which thing we did, and found it full of god: 
ive tres like to curs, Alſo we (aie many godly Wines, a 
thing not tofo2e of bs {ene in tbofe Countreys , and there⸗ 
fore we named it Bacchus Iland. It is in length about twelue 
leagues, in ſight very pleafant, but fall of wds, no parte of 
it wꝛought, vnleſle it be in certaine places, where a few how 
{es be foꝛ Fiſhers dwellings, as before we haue lapde. The 
next dap we Departed {with our Ships to being them to the 
piace of the holy Croſſe, and on the 14. of that moneth we 
came thither, and the Loꝛde Donnacona, Taignoagny, and 
Domagata,Wwith 25. Boates full of thofe people, came to meete 
bs, comming kram the place whence we were come, and go⸗ 
ing toward Stadagona, Where their abiding is, and · all tame 
to our Ships, ſhewing ſundꝛie and diuers geſtures of glad⸗ 
nes and mirth, except thole two that we had brought, to 
witte, Laignoagny, € Domagaia, who ſœmed to haue altered 
€ changed their mind ¢ purpaſe, fo2 by no meanes thep would 
tome vnto our Ships, albeit ſundꝛy times they were earneſt⸗ 
ly deſired lo do it, Whervpon we began to miſtruſt ſomewhat. 
Our Captapne alle the it accoꝛding to pꝛomiſe they would 
not go with him to Hochelaga, they anſwered pea, fo2 fo they 
had purpoſed. and chen each one withdꝛew himſelke. The next 
day being the fiftenth ol the moneth, dur Captaine wende on 
for, to cauſe certaine poles and piles to be dꝛiuen into the 
Water, ans ſet vp, that the better and ſafel ver we might let 
our Shippe there:and to behold that, many of thafe Countrep 
people came to mete vs there, among whome was Donna- 
cona, and our two men, with the reſt of they: companre, 
who kepte themſelues alide vnder a poynt oꝛ noke of lande 
that is vppon the ſhoare of a certayne Riuer, and no one 
of them came onto vs as the other did that were not on their 
ſpde. Dur Captayne bnderſtanding that they were there, 
| coinmatird: à parte of oure menne fo folloive hom, and her 
went to the ſayd bort, where he found the ſayd N 
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The feconde Relation. 


Talgnoagny Domagaia, & diuers other: and after ſalutations 


giuen on vache five, Laignoagny ſetled binifelfe fozmo to 
ſpeake to sur Captapne, laping that ÿ Loꝛd Donnacona did 
greatly gréuc and ſeꝛrow that our Captayne and his mẽ did 


weare warlike weapons, and they not. Our Captaine anſwe⸗ 


red, that albeit it did græue them, pet would not he leaue thẽ 
et, and that (as he knew) it was v matter ol France. But foꝛ all 
thefe words, our Captapne and Donnacona left not off fe 
ſpeake one to another, and kreendlp to entertame one another. 
Then did we percepue, that whatſoeuer Taignoagny ſpake, 


was only long of himſelt, and of his fellow, koz that our Cap⸗ 


taine departed thence, He and Donnacona entred into a mar 
uellous ſtedfaſt league of friendſhip, whereby all his people 


at once with a loude voyce, caſt out thee great cryes, (a hoꝛ⸗ 
rible thing to heare) and each one hauing taken licence ol the 


other koꝛ that day, we wente a boꝛd agapne. The day follo⸗ 


wing, we put our two great Sbippes within the River and 


harbozough, where the waters being at the higheſt, are bnt 


one kadome and halke Deepe, and at the loweſt, but halle a fa 
dome. Me left our Galion without the luce, to the ende we 


might bꝛing it to Hochelaga. Bo fone as we had fatelp pla- 
red our Sbippes, behold, we ſaw Donnacona, Taignoagny, 
and Domagaia, with moze than flue hundꝛed perlons, men, 


women, and childꝛen, and the Loꝛde with tenne oꝛ twelue ot 


* 


the chiefe® of the Countrey came a boꝛd ok our ſhippes, whs 


were all courfeonfly receyued, and friendly entertayned, both 
of our Captayne, and of all vs: and diners giftes ol mall va⸗ 


zue were giuen them. Then did Taignoagny tell our Cap⸗ 


tayne, that his L oꝛd did greatly ſoꝛrow that he weulde ge to 


Hochelaga, and that be would not by any meanes permit that 


any of them ſhould gos with him. and that the Niuer Was ot 


no importance, Dur Captapne anfwered him, that foe all his 
ſa ping, he woulde not leaue off his going thither, ik by anpe 
meanes it were pollible, for that he was commanded by his 


King to gos as farre as pollibly he cauld: anv that if he (that 
iste ſay Taignoagny) would go with him, as he had e 
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fed be choulde be very wel entertained, belide that, he ſhould 
haue ſuch a gikte giuen him, as he thou lde wel content him⸗ 


ſelke: fo2 her ſhoulde doe nothing elfe but goe with bpm to 


Hochelæga, and come againe, To Whome Taignoagny aun⸗ 
fwered, that be woulde not by any meanes go, and there vp⸗ 
on ſodainely returned to their houſes. The nexte day beyng 


the 17. ol September, Donnacona retourned euen as at the 
flirſte, and bꝛought with him many Eeles, with ſundꝛp forts 
ok other fiſhes, whereof they take greate fore in the ſayde 


“iver, as moꝛe largely hereafter Malt be ſhewed. And as 


fone as they were come to our Shippes, accozding to their 
wonted vle beganne to ling and daunce. This done, Donna- 


cona cauſed all his people to be ſette of one five, then making 


à rounde circle vpon the Sand, cauled our Captaine with al 
his people to enter therein, then he beganne to make a long 
Dꝛation: holding in one of bis bandes a Maiden child 10.02 
12. peares olde, whych he pꝛeſented onto our Captaine:then 


ſodainely beganne his people to lende out the fhrekes 2 


hotvles, infigne of ioy and league of friendſhippe, pꝛeſently 


ppon that he did pꝛeſent vnto him two other pong Pale chile 
den one after another, but ponger than the other, at the gps 
uing of whyche, euen as bekoꝛe, they gaue oute bikes and 
howles very lowde, with other ceremonies: koꝛ whyche pres 


fents, our Capitaine gave the ſaide Loꝛde greate and hearty 


{ thankes, The Loꝛd tolde our Captaine then, that one of the

childꝛen was bis owne bꝛother, and that the Paidenchilde 
was daughter vnto his owne ſiſter, and theſe prefents were 
onely giuen him, to the end he chauld not goe to Hochelaga at 
all, fo whome our Captaine antwered, that ik they were 


onely ginen hym te that intent, if fo he would he ſhould tage 
them againe, fo2 that by no meanes he woulde leaue hys 


goyng off toꝛ as muth as he was commaunded of his King.

Then did they afke 
of our Captaine, if he had ſpoken with him, he aunſweared, 
no, but that his miniſters had, and that he had tolde them 
they ſhoulde haue fapre weather: whiche woꝛds when they 
had heard, they thanked our Captaine, and departed toward 
the wodde to tell thole newes vnto their feliotués, Whd ſo⸗ 
dainely came all ruſhing out of the wodde, feming to be ve⸗ 
ry glad koꝛ thoſe woꝛdes that our Captaine had ſpoken, and 
to ſhew, that therby they had had, and felt great top. So fone 
as they were befoꝛe dur Shippes, they altogither gaue oute 
thꝛe great ſhꝛækes, and there vpon began to ſing and dance, 
as thep were wont to doe.

are therein: Many bostes and barkes came vnto vs, in one 
af whiche came one of the chieke Loꝛdes of the Countrey, 
making a long diſcourſe, tuba beyng come nere vs, did by e⸗ 
uident ſignes and gelkures ſhewe vs, that the higher the Ki⸗ 
ner Wenk, the moze daungerous it was, and bade bs take 
herde of our lelues. The aide Lorde prefentedand gaue vn⸗ 
to our Captaine ina of his owne childꝛen, of whyche oure 
Captaine take one being 4 wench ſeuen oz eight veres old,

as godly and pleaſant a Country as pollibip can be wiched 
fo2, full (as we haue faite bekoze) of all fortes of godlye 
trees, that is to ſay, Oakes, Eimes, Wlalnut- trees, Ces 
dons, Firres, Aches, Wore; Millowes, and greate fe | 
of Uines, all as full of Grapes as toulde be, that if anpe of 
oucfellatoes went on ſhoare, they came home laden wyth 
them: there are lißewile many Cranes, Swannes, Cale, 
Duckes, Feafants, Partridges, Thꝛuſhes, Blacke-birdes, 
Turtles, Finches, Nedbꝛeaſtes, Hightingales, Sparrowes, 
with many other forts of Birds, euen as in France -anD great 
plentie and ſtoꝛe. Upon the 28. ok September, wer came to 
à gret wide lake in the middle of $ riuer fiuc oꝛ fi ire leagues.

William the Britton, who had the charge vnder the Captain 
ok the other two thippes, to go vp as faute as they could into 
that riuer: we failed with god and pꝛolperous weather vn⸗ 
till the nineteenth of October, on whiche dave we came to 
the towne of Hochelaga, diſtant from the place where we had 
left our Gallion 45. leagues. In whych place of Hochelaga, 
and all the wape we went, we met with many of thoſe count: 
trimen, who brought vs fiſhe, and ſuche other victualles as 
they had, fill dauncing, and greatly reioycing at gure com⸗ 
ming. Dur Captaine, to lure them in, and to Repe them our 
friends, to retompence them, gaue them kniues, beades, and 
fuch lmall tritles, wherewith they were greatly latilſied. So 
fone as we were come neere Hochz/aga, there came tamete 
vs abouea thouland perſons, men, women and childzen, who 
after warde did kriendly and merely entertaine and recepue — 
vs as anye father woulde do his childe, whiche he had not ol 
long tyme ſeene, the men dauncing on one fide , the women 
on an other, and like wile the childꝛen on an other: after that 
they brought vs great ſtoꝛe of ih, E of their bꝛeade made 5 
Millet, calling them into oure Shippes fo thicke, that vou 
would haue thoughte it to fall from hesuen. Nhiche when 
aur Captaine ſawe, he, wyth many of bys companpe wente 
on ſhoare:ſo fone as euer we were alande, they came clu⸗ 
Kring aboute vs, making very muche of vs, bꝛynging theyr

Ur Captapnie the next day very earelp in the morning: 
hauing very goꝛgeoullp attired bimfelfe, cauſed all his 
companp to be fet in oꝛder to go to fe the Towne and habita⸗ 
tion of thofe people, and a certaine Mountayne that is ſome⸗ 
what nere the Citie: with whome went allo fiue Gentle⸗ 
men, and twentie arriners, leauing the reſt to Kæpe and 
Joke to our Boates: we toke with vs thee men ol Hochela- 
ga to bꝛing vo to the place, All along as we went, we kounde 
the way as well beaten and frequented as can be, the fap2ett 
and bef Countrer that poffiblp tan be (ne, full of as godlp 
great Oakes as are in ang wod in France, Onder whiche the 
ground was all couered auer with faire Akoznes. after we 
had gone about foure oꝛ fiue leagues, we met by the way one 
ok the chiefeſt Loꝛos of the Citie, accompanped with manpe 
mo, Who fo fone as he ſaw vs, beckned and made fignes vn 
to vs, that we muſt reſt vs in that place, where they had made 


a great fire, and lo we did. After that we had reſted oure 


felues there a while, the ſayd 1 oꝛd began to make a long aif 
courte, euen as we haue ſayd aboue they are acruſtomed to 
do in ſigne of mirth and frendthip, ſyewing our Captapne 
and all bis company a iopfull countenance, and god will, 
who gaue him two hatchets, a paire of kniues, and À Crofle, 
which he made him ta kille, and then put it about his necke, 
fo whiche be gaue our Captayne heartie thanzes. This 
done, we wente along, and about a league and à halle kar⸗ 


ther, we beganne to kind goblp and lar ge keeldes, full of kuche 
Coꝛne as the Countrep pteldeth. It is euen as the Mꝛillet ol“ 


Brefil, as great, and ſomewhat bigger than fin all Nraſon, 
where with they liue euen as we do with ours: In the midſt

rloſure is in heigth abaute two roddes. It hathe but one 
Gate oz entrie thereat, Whiche is ſhutte With piles, fakes, 
and barros. Oder it, and allo in many places of the wall, 
there be places to runne along, and Ladders ko gette bp, 
all Full ok ſtones, for the defence of it; There ate in the 
Towne aboute fiftie houles, abaute fiftie paces long; and 
twelue, 02 fikteene bꝛoade, builte all of wodde, couered ge 
ner with the barke ol the wadde, as bꝛoade as any boièe, 


very finclp'and cunningly iopned togither. Within the 


lapde Boules, there are manpe romthes, Lodgings, and 
Chambers. In the middeſt of euerp one there is a greate 
Ceurte, in the middle whereok they make their fire. They 
line in commons togither: then da the ulbandes, Wines, 


and Children, eache one retire themle lues to their Cham⸗ 


bers They haue alfa on the toppe of their Hoauſes ‘tere 
tapne Garets, wherein they keepe their Cozne to make 
their bread withall: they call it CR RA co NN Which 
they make as beereafter fall follawe.

They llerpe vpon barkes of Cres lapde all along vpon the 
grounde, with the Skinnes of certayne wilde Beatties, 


where with they alfocloth and couer themſelues. The thing 
mot pꝛetious that they haue in all the Moꝛide, thep call it 
EVRONN zit is as white as anp Snowe they take it in 
the Niuer ol Cernibora, in the manner as here followelh. 


Then any, one hath deſerued death, oz that they take any 


of their enimies in Wiarces, firſt they hill hun, then wyth 
certayne great knines the y glue great llaſhes and ſtrokes vp⸗ 
pon the buttockes, flänckes, thighes, ang ſhoulders then 
they cad the ſame body fo mangled, downe fo toe battame 
of the Wiuer, in a place Where it is, called Engin, and there 
leaue it tenne oꝛ twelue houres, thea thep tase it op againe, 
and in the cuttes ande thole. Ok themthey make brades; 
and Weare then aboute their neckes, euen as we do them ol 
golde, accompling it the pasciouted thing in the Morlde.

How we came to the Towne of Hochelgga, and the 


entertaynemente there We had, and of certay ne giftes 
oure Captayne gaue them, with diuers other things,

O fone as we were come tere the Towne, a greate 
(number of the inhabitoures thereof came to pꝛeſente 
themſelues befoꝛe vs alter their faſhion, making very much 
of vs: we were by our guides bꝛought into the midſt of the 
Loue, They haue in the middlemoſt parte of their houles 
à large ſquare place, being from fide to five a god tones 
call, where we were brought, and there with ſignes were 
commaunded to ſtay: then ſuddapnelp all the Momen and 
‘Spapdens of the Towne gathered tbemfelues togither, parte 
of which had their armes full of pong Childꝛen, and as ma⸗ 
nie as could, came to rubbe our faces, our armes, and what 
parte of the bodye ſoeuer they could touch, weeping for be rpe 
ioy that they law vs, ſhewing vs the belt countenance that 
pollible was, deſiring vs with they: ſignes, that it woulde 
pleaſe vs to touche theyꝛ Childꝛen. That done, the menne 
cauſed the Women to withdzawe themlelues backe, then 
thep cuerp one late dotone on the ground round about vs, as 
ik they would haue ſhewen and rehearſed foe Comedie, oz 
other ſhew : then pꝛeſently tame the Women agapne, euery 
one bꝛinging a foureſquare Matte in manner of Carpettes, 
and lpꝛeading them abꝛoad on the ground in that place: then 
they cauled vs to fit vyon them. That done, the Los King 
af h country was bꝛought vpon nine 02 ken mens ſhoulders, 
(whome in theyꝛ toung they call AG ANNA) fitting 
vpon a great Stagges Skinne, and thep lapde him downe 
vpon the foꝛ ſapde mattes nére to our Captapne, euerp one 


beckning vnto bs that he was thep2 Lozd and Bing. This 


Agouhanna was a manne aboute fiftie peares olde: he was 
no whitte better apparelled than anp ok the reit, onely ere

repted, that be had a tertaine thing made of bealks Sbitnes 
(called Ricci) like a redde towell, and that was in Meade of 
bis Crowne. He was full of the palſey, and his members 
ſhꝛonke togither.

manikeſt tokens bidde vs all welcome, he ſhewed his 


legges and armes ta our Captaine, and with fignes deſi⸗ 


red him to touch them, and lo he did, rubbing them with hys 


dune hands: then did Agouhanna take the wreath 02 crown 


he had about his head, and gaue it onto our Captaine, that 
done, they bꝛoughte before him diuerſe diſealed men, ſome 
blinde, lome criple, ſome lame and impotent, and fonte fo 

olde that the heare of their eelerds came downe and couered 
their Cherkes, and laide them al along before our Captaine, 


to the ende they mighte of him be touched: foꝛ it ſecmed vnto 


them that God hadde bene deſcended and come downe from 

Meauen to heale them.

That done, our Cap⸗ 

taine commanded Shawmes, and other mufical inffruméts 

to be ſounded, which when they heard, they were verp mer⸗ 

kle Then we take our leaue and wente to our boate the wo⸗ 
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The ſeconde Refation. 
mé ſceing that put themſelues before to ſtay vs, ind brought, 
vs ont bt their meates that they had made readie koꝛ vs, as 
fiſhe; pattage, boanes, and uche other things, thinking to 
make vs eate, and dine in that place: but bycauſe tge meats 
hadde no fauoureat all of ſalte, we liked them not, hut than⸗ 
ked them, and with ſignes gaue them to vnderſkand that we 
haͤdde no neede to eate. hen we were dut ol the Towne, 
_ Biuerfe oꝭ the men and women followed vs, and bꝛoughte 
vs to the toppe ob the foꝛſapde mountaine, which we named 
Mount Roïallitis aboute a league from the Lown, ben 
-as ive weregonthe top ol it, we myght diſcerne, and plaines 
lp feecthirtte, leagues off. On the Poꝛthe ſide ol it there 
are manye hüles ta beféene. running Ni eaſte and Cake, 
and as mianve moe onthe South, amongſt and betweene 
the whiche the Countrey is as kapꝛe and as pleaſaunte as 
polliblpe can ber fence, being leauell, fmothe, and verye 
plapne, fitte to be huſbanded and tilled: and in the middelk 
ok thoſe ficites wee mighte fee further a greate wape 
than where wer hadde lekte dure boates, where was the 
greateſt and the fwiftetifall of water that anpe where 
bathe been ſeene, as greate, wide, and large, as oure 
ſighte myghte diſterne, goyng Southweaſt along the 
fapre and rounde Pountames that we ſabde, as we iud⸗ 
ged aboute fiftene leagues krom vs Thole whiche bꝛo⸗ 
ughte vs thyther , tolde and ſhewed vs, that in the Jade 
Mpuer there were thee: ſuche kalles of water more, 
as that was where we hade lefte dure boates : but bi 
caule we coulde not vnderſtande they: language, we 
toulde not knowe howe karre they were one krom and⸗

They 
gaue vs alſo to vnderſlande that thole eAgouianda, doe 
continuallpe warre againſte them: but bpcauſe we dyd 
not bnderſtande them well, wer coulde not percepue how 


karre it was to that Cauntrer , Dur Captaine ſhewed 


them redde Copper „ whypche in thepz language they 
tall Cagnetadee, and lokyng towarde that Cauntrey 
wyth ſignes, asked them ik anpe came from thence, 
they ſhakyng theyz hegdes aunlweared no: but they 
ſhe wed vs that it came from Sægucuay, and that lpeth 
_ tleane contrarpe fo the other. Akter we hadde hearde 
and fene thele things of them, we dꝛewe to cure boates 
accompanped wyth greate multitude of thoſe people: 


ſome of them when as thep lawe anpe ok oure kellowes 


wearpe, they waulde fake them vppe on theyz ſhoul⸗ 
ders, and carrpe them as on hoꝛſlebacke. So fone as 


we came to sure baates, we hopſed faple te goc towarde 


ouer Gallion ; doubting: of ſome miſchaunce Pure Des 
parture grieued and diſpleaſed them verpe muche, 
for thep followed vs along. the ine as karre as thep 
coulde: loc wente lo faſte that jon; Mondape beyng 
the fourth ok ODctobern wer came where dure Galli⸗ 
on was The Tweſdape lollowypng, being the Hftbe 
of “it . Wi 8 and pth 0 dure elde and 
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boates;departen from thence toward the pꝛouince ol Canada, 
to the poꝛt ol the Holy Croſſe, where we had lett our ſhips. 
The ſeauenth dape we tame again a riuer that tommeth 
from the Noꝛth, and entres into that riuer, at the entraunce 
wherok are foure little landes, ful of faire and godly trees: 
we named that river The riuer of Fouetz: But bycauſe one 
of thoſe Jlandes ſtretcheth himlelfe a great wap into the ri⸗ 
uer, our Captaine at the point of it cauſed a godlye greate 
Crolle to be fet vppe, and commaunded the boats to be made 
readie, that with the nexte tide he mighte goe vp to the ſayde

oꝛ vs. And albeit we had dꝛiuen them from vs, the ſayd vn⸗ 
knowen ſickneſle beganne to ſpꝛead it ſelfe amongſt vs, after 
the ſtrangelt ſozt that euer was eyther heard ok oꝛ frie, in fo 
much, as ſome did loſe all their ſtrength, and could not Land 
on their fete, then did thep2 legges well, their ſinnowes 
chꝛinke as blacke as any cole.

not fente whole, fo that onecoulde not helpe the other, a 
motfe horrible and pitifullcafe , conſidering the place wer 
were in, loꝛſomuch as the people of the Country would dap⸗ 


ly come beloꝛe our foꝛte, and laty but kew of vs. There were 


alreadie eight deade, and moze than fiftie fiche, and as wer 

thought, paſt al hope of recouerie. Dur Captaine ſeeing this 
dur milerp, and that the ficknefle was gone fo far, oꝛdained 
and commaunded, that enerp one ſhoulde deuoutlp prepare 
bimfelfe to pꝛaper, and in remembꝛaunce of Chit, cauſed 
his Image to be ſette vp vpon a tre, aboute a Flight ſhotte 
krom the Foꝛte, amidſt the Ice and Snowe, giuing all men 
fo vnderſtande, that on the Sonday following, ſeruice fhould 


be ſaide there, and, that wholoeuer coulde goe, ſicke, oz whole, 


ſhould go thither in Pꝛoceſlion, ſinging the ſeauen Plalmes 
pk Dauid, with other Letanies, paving motte hartilp, that 
it woulde pleaſe the ſaid our Chꝛiſt to haue compallion vpon 
vs. Seruice beyng done, and as well telebꝛated as we could, 
our Captaine there made a vowe, that if it woulde pleafe 
God to give him leaue to returne into Fraunce, he would goe 
on pilgrimage to our Lady of Rocquemado. That dape Phi- 
lip Rougemont, boꝛne in Amboiſa, died, being two and twen⸗ 
ty peares olde, and bitauſe the ſicknes was to vs vnknowen, 
our Capitaine cauſed him to be ripped, to {ee it by any means 
poſſible we might know what it was, and fo (ke mea to 
laue and pꝛeſerue the reſte of the company: he was kounde to 
haue his heart white, but rotten, € moꝛe than a pottle of red 
water about it:his liner was indifferent faire, but his lungs 


blacke and moꝛtiſied, his bloud was altogither chꝛüke about 


the heart, ſo that when he was opened, great quantity of rot 
ten bloud illued out from aboute his heart: his milt toward 
the backe was lomwhat periſhed, rough as ik it had bin rub⸗ 
bed againſt a one, Moꝛeouer, bicauſe one of his thighs was 
very black without, it was opened, but within it was whole 
and ſounde: that done, as wel as we could he was burped. In 
uche forte did the ſicknes continue and encreaſe, that there 
were not aboue thꝛ& found men in the chips, and none sins 
il ne de able 
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able to go vnder hatches to dꝛaw deine for himſolte, noꝛ 600 
his kellowes. Sometimes we were conſtrayned to burie ſome 
ok the dead under the Snowe, bycaule we were not able to 
digge any graues koꝛ them, the ground was fo hard kroſen, 
and we fo Weake. Beſides this, we did greatelp keare, that 
the people of the Countrey wauld percepue our weakeneſſe 
and miſerie, whiche to hide, our Captapne, whome it pleaſed 
God alwapes to keepe in health, woulde go out with two oꝛ 
thre of the companye , ſome icke, and ſome whole, whome 
when he law out of the Foꝛt, he Would thꝛow Tones at them 
and chide them, kaigning, that fo ſane as he came againe, he 
woulde beate them, and then with ſignes ſhew the people of 
the Countrep, that he canfed all his men to woꝛke and las 
boure in the Shippes, ſome in mending them, ſome in beating 
ok chalke, ſome in one thing, and ſome in another, and that 
he woulde not haue them come fothe, till their wozke was 
done. And to make his tale ſæme true and likely, he woulde 
make all his men whole and ſound to make a great nopfe; 
with knocking fiches, foues, hammers, and other things 
togither, at which time, we were fo oppꝛeſſed, and greued 
with that ſickneile, that we had Loft all hope euer to fee France © 
agapne, il God of his infinite godnelle and mercie had not 
with his pitifull eve loked ponts, and reuealed a ſingular 
and excellent remedie againſt all diſeaſes vnto vs, the belt 
that euer was founde ve earth, as LE fall Le 
lowe. i

Rom the midſt of Pouember, vntill the midit of Apel, 

we were kepte in amid the Pfe aboue one kaddome 
thicke, and Snow aboue koure fote high, and moꝛe higher 
than the ſides ol gur e Wpleh laſted till that time, in 
ſuch 
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ſuch ſozte, that all cur dꝛinckes were kroſen in the Uelels, 
and the le through all the Shippes, was aboue a bandes 
bꝛeadth thicke, as well aboue batches as beneath, and fo 
much ok the Kiuer as was freth, vntill to Hochelaga, was 
frofen, in which ſpace there dyed fiue and twentie of our beſt 
and chiekeſt men, and all tbe reſt fo fiche, that we thoughte 
they ſhoulde neuer recouer agapne, onelp thre 02 foure ex⸗ 
cepted. Then it pleaſed God to caſt bis pitifnll eye vpon 
vs, and fente vs the knowledge and remedie of our healthes

Gau Captapne conſidering dure eſtate (and bow that 
ſicknelle was encreafed and hote amongſt vs) one daye 
wente forth of the Foꝛte, and walking along vppon the Pie, 
he ſabo a troupe of thoſe Countrepmen comming from Sta- 
dacona, among whiche was Domagaia, Who not palling 
ferme oꝛ twelue dapes afore, had bene very ſicke with that 
diſeale, and had his znees [wolne as bigge as a Child of two 


peares olde, all his ſinowes chzuncke togither, bys tth 


ſpopled, his gummes rotten, and ſtincking. Pure Captapne 
feitig him whole and found, was thereat maruellous glad, 
hoping to vnderſtand and knowe of him how he had healed 
himſelle, to the ende he might eafe and help his men. So fone 
dàs they were come here him, he afked Domagaia hol he had 
done to heale hymſelke, he anlwered, that he had take the iuice 
and ſappe of the leaues of a certapne Tres, and therewith had 
healed himſelle: Foꝛ it was a ſingular remedie agapnit that 
diſeaſe. Then our Captayne aſked of hym ik any were to bee 
had thereabout, deſiring him to ſhew it him, foꝛ to heale a ler⸗ 
uant of his, who whileſt he was in Canada with Donnacona, 
i A. ij. was 
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ws ſlricken with that diſeale: That he did, bicaufe he would 
not ſhewe the number ok his fiche men. Domagaia Eraight — 
ſent two women to ketche ſome of it, Whpche bꝛoughte tenne 
oꝛ twelue bꝛaunches of it, and therewithall ſhewed vs the 
way howe to ble it, and that is thus, to take the barke and 
leaues of the faite tree, and baile it togither, then to dzinke ol 
the laide decoction one dape, and the other not, and the 
dꝛegges of it to be put vpon his legs that is fiche: moꝛeouer, 
they told vs, p the vertue of that tree was, to heale anp other 
diſeaſe: the tree is in their language called AMEDA. Dur 
Captaine pꝛeſently cauſed ſome of that dꝛinke to be made foz 
his men to dꝛinke ok it, but there was none dure faffe of it, 
excepte one oꝛ two, who ventured the dꝛinking of it, onelp 
to taſte and proue it:the other fæpng that, did the like, and 
pꝛeſently recouered their health, and were delpuered of 
that ſickeneſle, and what other diſeaſe foeucr , in ſuche 
forte, that there were ſome hadde beene diſeaſed and trou⸗ 
bled wyth the French Poches koure 02 fiue peares, and 
wyth thys dꝛzinke were cleane healed. After thys medi⸗ 
cine was kounde and pꝛoued to be true, there was fuche 
ſtrike aboute it, who ſhoulde be firſte to take of it, that 
they were readye to kill one another, that a tre as bigge — 
as anpe Dake in Fraunce, was ſpopled and lapped bare, 
and occupped all in fiue oz fire Dapes, and wꝛoughte fo 
well, that ik all the Phiſitions sf Mountpelier, and ol Louaine, 
hadde bene there wyth all the dꝛugges of Alexandria. 
they woulde not haue done fo muche in one peare , as that 
tree dydde in ſixe dayes, and didde fo pꝛeuaile, that as ma⸗ 
a ae of it, by the grace or © D D recouered their

agnyand dyuers others, fayning that they woulde goe 
to hunt Stags, and other wilde Deere, taryed out too

titude of people with them, that we were not wont to 
ſee before. CHAP. 16. | 


EAN eee that dileale laſted in our fips, the Loꝛd Donna- 
| cona, Taignoagny, with many others, fapning that they 
would go catch Stags and Deere, which is in their tongue 
called Hioune ta, und Aſquenoudo, bycauſe the Ace and Snow 
was not fo broken along the riuer that they coulde faile, it 
was kolde vs of Domagaia, and others, that they woulde 
ſtap out but fortnight, and we beleeucd it, but they ſtayed 
aboue two moneths, whych made vs miſtruſt that they had 
bin gone to raiſe the Country to tome againſte vs, and doe 
vs ſome diſplealure, wer fæpng oure felues fo weake and 
faint. Albeit we had bled ſuch diligence and pollicie in ours 
Foote, that it all the power of the country had bin aboute it, 
they coulde haue done nothyng but loke vpon vs: and wWhp⸗ 
leſt they were koꝛthe, manpe of the people came daylpe to 
our ſhippes, and bꝛought vs freſh meate, as Stags, Deeres, 
Fiſhes, with diners other things, but helde them at fuche an 
excelliue pꝛite, that rather than they would fell them anpe 
thing cheape, many times they woulde carry them backe a⸗ 
gaine, bycauſe that peare the Minter was very long & they 
had ſome ſcarcitie and nede of them. 


@ How Donnacona came to Stadagona againe with a greate 
number of people, and bycauſe he would not come to 
yilite our Captaine, fayned himſelfe to be fore ficke, 
whicliehe did onely to haue the Captaine come and 
fechim.

| M the one and twentith of Apꝛill Domagaia came to the 
choare fide, accompanpe with dpuers lulty and trong 
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men, ſuch as we were not wont to ler, and tolde bs that thelr 
Loꝛd Donnacona woulde the next Bape come and ſer 65; and 
bꝛing great ſtoꝛe of Ders fleſhe, and other things with him. 
The next dap he came and bought a greate number ok men 
in Stadagona, to what end, and foꝛ what cauſe we kneto not, 
but (as the pꝛouerb faith)be that takes beede and ſhields him 
ſelke front all men, maye happe to ſcape from ſome, koꝛ wer 
had nerd to loke about vs, töſidering how in nüber we were 
diminiſhed, and in ſtrength greatlye weakened, long of our 


ffrapned to leaue one of our ſhippes in the fapde Poꝛt of the 
' Holy Crofle, Dur Captain was warned of their comming, 
and bow they had brought a great number of nié with them, 
fo? Domagaia came to tel it vs, and durſt not palle the riuer 
that was detwirt Stadagona and vs, as he was wonte to doe, 
Wherevpon we miſkruſted ol ſome treaſon. Dur Captain ſee⸗ 
ing this, ſent one of his ſeruantes to them, accompanied with 
John Poulet being beſte beloued of thofe people, to fe who 
were there, and what they dyd. The layde Poulet and the 
other fapgned onelp to be tome to viſite Donnacona, and 
bꝛyng him certaine pꝛeſentes, bycauſe they hadde bene 
togither a god while in the fapde Donnaconas Towne. 
So fone as he hearde of their comming, be gotte hym⸗ 
elle to bedde, kayning to be verye ſicke. That done, they 
wente to Taignoagny bps boule to fe him, and whereſoeuer 
fhep wente, thep lawe fo manve people, that in a man: 
ner one coulde not ſtyꝛre for an other, and luche menne 
as they were neuer wonte to fe. Taignoagny would 
not permitte sure menne to enter in anpe other boufen, 
but ftpil kepte them companve , and bꝛoughte them 
halfe way to our ſhips, and tolde that it it would pleafe our 
Capitaine to ſhewe him fo muche kauoure as to take a

ſicknelle we had bene troubled withall, that we were cons - 
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hym into Fraunce, he ſhoulde therefore koꝛ euer be bounde vn⸗ 
to hym, and woulde doe for hum whatlocucr he coulde polli⸗ 


ble, and would do koꝛ him what ſoeuer he woulde commaund 


him, and bade the leruaunt to come againe the nerte dape, 
and bꝛyng an aunſweare. Dure Capitapne bepng ad⸗ 
uertiſed of fo manpe people that were there, not kno⸗ 
wyng fo what ende, purpoſed to plape a pretty pꝛancke, 
that is to ape, to take thep2 Loꝛde Don nacona, Taigno- 
agny, Domagara, and forte moꝛe of the chiekeſt of them, pꝛi⸗ 
ſoners, in fo muche as bekoꝛe be had purpoſed, to bring them 
into Haunce, to ſhewe vito our Ring what be badde fene 
in thoſe Meſterne partes, and maruailes of the woꝛlde, foꝛ 
that Donnacona had tolde vs, that he bee bande beene in the 
Countrep of Saguenay, in whych are infinite Kubies, Golde, 
and other riches, and that there are white mente; who 
clothe themſelues wyth wollen cloth euen as wer doe in 
Fraunce. The ſapde Woꝛde was an olde manne, and 
euen krom bys chyldehode hadde neuer lefte off noꝛ cea⸗ 
ſed from trauapling into ſtraunge Countreps, as well 


hy Seas and Rpuers, as by Lande. The ſapde Powlet, 
and the other hauing tolde outre Capitapne thep2 Embal⸗ 


fage., and ſhewed bu what Taignoagny bys wyll 


was, the nerte vave her fente bys leruaunt agapne, to. 


bidde Taignoagny come and fé bpm, and élue what 
be woulde, for hee fhoulbe bee verpe well enterfapned, 
and alſo parte of bys wyll ſhoulde be accomplyſhed. 
Taignoagny fente bpm worde, that the nexte dape her 
woulde come and byng the Loꝛde Donnacona wyth 


bone, and hym that hadde fo offended hym, whypche be 


dydde not, but ſkayed two Daves , in whyche tyme none 


fame from Scadagons to dure Shyppes, as thep were wont

Our Cap⸗ 
tapne pꝛaped him to come into our Ships to gate and dꝛinke 
us he was wont to do, and allo Taignoagny, wha pꝛomiſed, 
that atter a while he would come, and fo they did, and entred 
in our Shippes: but Gift it was tolde our Captapne by Do- 
magaia, that Taignoagny bad ſpoken pli of him, and that he 
had bid Donnacona he ſhould not come aboꝛd our Shippes, 
Our Captayne percepuing that, came out of the Foꝛte, and 
ſaw thataonelp by Taignoagny his warning, the TMomen 
ranne away, and none but men ſtayed in great numb er, wher⸗ 
fore he ſtraight commanded his men to lay hold on Donnaco- 
na, Taignoagny, and Domagaia, and two moe of the chiekeſt, 
whome he poynted vnto: then he commanded them to make 
the other to retire.

‘fed, with the Captayne, Gentlemen, and Pariners. Which f 
when they hearde, they greately thanked dure Captapne, 
and gaue their ode three bundles of Beauers, and Sea 
Wlwlues Skinnes, with a greate knife ok redde Copper that 
tommeth from Saguenay: „and manpe other thyngs. They 
aur allo to our Captapne a Chapne of Efarges, foz whpche 
dure Captapne gaue them tenne oz twelue Watchettes, 
and they gaue hym bartie thankes , and were very well 
contented. Dhe nette Daye, beeing the firtéenth of Pay, 
we hoyled Sale, and came from the ſapde Iland of Fil. n 
burdes, to another, abonte ſirterne leugnes krom it, hay : 
: is abaute fine e in i and there, to the ende 
we 
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bie might take tome vel the nigbt following, we adde that 
das, in hope the next day we might pale and auopde the dan ⸗ 


the Hand of Filburdes againe, ‘froin whence we were come, 
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gers of the'riner of Saguenay, which are great. That euening 
We Went a land and found great ſtoꝛe ot Bares, ot which we 
fake a great many, and thecekoze we called it The Ilande ot 
Hlxestin the night there aroſe a tontrarie winde, with ſuche 
foires and temper; that we were tonſtrapned to bende to 
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bptauſe there was none other pallage among the fato Jläds, 
and there we ftapde till the one and twentie ol that moneth, 
that faire weather and god winde came again sand then we 
fayled again, and that fo pofperoufip, that we palled to Hon. 
guedr which pallage vntil that time had not bene diſcouered: 
We caufeo our fbips to courte athwart Pratos Cape, which is 
the beginning of the Poꝛt of Cacor: and bicauſe the wind was 
god and conuenient, we lapled all dap and all night without 
taping, and the next day we came to the middle ol Brions I. 
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line which we were not minded to do to the end we might 


choꝛten dur wap. hele two Hands lie Poztywelk + South 
ealk, and are about fiftie leagues one fram another. Phe laid 
Bland is in latitude 47 degttes anda balfe. Upon Thurkoay 
being the 26.0f the moneth; and the leaſt of the Aſtentton ol 
dur Lozd, we coated aner ko go to à tand and hallo w of om 
fands Which Ate abot eight leagues South cites Brions 
Hand, on which are large Thampaines full of tres towns, 
and allo an encloſed lea, ol Which nepther could we fé 09 pek⸗ 
celue any gap, oꝛ any way to enter therein. On Friday kol⸗ 
lowing, being the 2. of the moiety , byraute the winde did 
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bange on the colt, we came fo Brions [and againe, where 

we Fayed till the beginning of June, and toward the South- 
eaſt of this Sand, We falve a land, féming vnto bs as an - 
lande, we coated it about two leagues and a halke, and bp b 
wap we had notice of thꝛer other high Jlands, lying to ward 
the Sandes, after we had known thefe things we retourned 

to the Cape ok the laide land, wohiche doeth diutde ft felfe nts 
two oz thee very high Capes: the waters ther are very deep

thé at We departed thence, fapling. along that coaſte vntill wer 
came ta S. Peters [landes , Me found along the laide coaſte 
many very dangerous Flands and Shelues, whych lye all in 
the wave Est ſoutheaſt, and Meat Pozthweaſt, about 23. 
leagues into the Sea. Mhilelt we were in the ſaid S. Peters 
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
